Washington, March 12—A move- 


ment of 95,000 drafted men to begin 
on March 29 and continue lor five 
days was ordered today by Provost 
Marshal General Growler. 


The older calls troops from every 


state in the union with the exception 
of Iowa and Minnesota. It includes 
men remaining from the first draft 
and those liable to call in the second. 


The Ohio apportionment is 6955 


men. 
But two states will furnteh 


more—New ,York and Pennsylvania. 


For purposes of computation 800,- 


000 men will be considered as com- 
posing the second draft, although no 
such number will be called to the 
colors at any one time. 


Men in deferred classifications, the 


provost marshal general announced 
would be called in small numbers as 
well as men in class 1 for the pur- 
pose of utilizing special 
technical 


qualifications or sending 
them 
to 


schools ito acquire such qualifica- 
tions. 


The provost 
marshal 
general 


makes the definite statement how- 
ever, that there will be no sudden 
withdrawal of great 
numbers of 


men from industry and agriculture 
during the coming summer, but that 
they will be drawn 
in relatively 


small groups spread throughout the 
year. To give the exact numbers, he 
gais, w<>ul£~-be to give the enemy 
military information 


While General Crowder sets no 


time in his statement, it has been 
stated previously that supplies and 
equipment-for the men- of the second 
draft wonWBecollre available in April 
and action on the desired legislation 
is expected, b§fpie that time, the first 
calls are expected soon afterward. 


The next national quota will be an- 


nounced and apportioned among the 
several states as soon as pending leg- 
islation authorizing a change in the 
basis of computation is enacted by 
congress, says the provost marshal 
general's statement. 


"It cannot now be announced what 


the total number to he called to the 
colors each month will be but it may 
be stated that no more men will be 
called than can be properly accom- 
modated "and promptly assimilated," 
the statement says.

This time the laid vas made on the 
sector northwest of Toul, where the 
Americans hold a Ions line Also they 
made the effort alone and penetrat- 
ed the German front lines for 300 
yards without help from their French 
brothers-m-arms. 


After an artillery bombardment of 


45 minutes and behind a barrage, the 
American raiders went into the ene- 
my lines and brought back much ma- 
terial and information. Most of the 
Germans, apparently expecting the 
raid, had retired to the rear lines. 
There was some hand-to-hand fight- 
ing however, with Germans who had 
been left in the dugouts and a num- 
ber of these were killed or wounded. 
The Americans returned without the 
loss of a man, having spent fifteen 
minutes within the enemy lines. 


Elsewhere on the western front 


the German raids are becoming more 
numerous and stronger 
Heavy bom- 
bardments now precede each attempt 
to penetrate the entente positions, 
but the enemy has not attacked in 
_;reat force, although an engagement 
of battle proportions probably is not 
far distant.

American Gunfire Creates

American raiding party entered -*hc 
German trenches along the -Ton! 
sector at 6 o'clock this morning af- 
ter an artillery bombardment ''Oi 
forty-five minutes and brought hack 
much material and. information, b,ut 
captured no prisoners. It H\as the 
first raid undertaken by the Ameri- 
cans without the aid of the French. 


The raid was highly successful a« 


the enemy withdrew many men from 
the front line when 'Ihe bombard- 
ment indicated that a.raid tpiglit fol- 
low. 
The raiders reported that 


American gun fire had created de- 
struction in the German positions 
and had torn gaps in the enemy 
barbed wire entanglements.. The 
German batteries came into action 
but accomplished nothing 
toward 


disturbing the progress of the iraid. 


The Americans entered the enemv 
trenches behind* one side of a "box" 
barrage which moved forward lin 
front of them. They found itumer- 
pus Germans "biding" iii tiie dugouts. 
In the hand-to-hand fighting which 
followed a number of 
the* enemy 
were killed and wounded and left in 
the trenches. 
Going far beyond thejr objective 


the 
raiders penetrated th_e f Gerrnlm 
line three hundred yards. ," A. 
few 
fights developed on the way. but the" 
Germans vtere driven off. The Amer-, 
icans failed to find most of "ihe Ger- 
mans who had been withdrawn hur- 
riedly from the front line, although 
they searched for tliciti.

the All-Russian Congress of soveits 
which meets in Moscow today. Press 
dispatches from Petrograd in the past 
few days have touched but lirjhtly 
on the probable decision the congress 
will take. If it is still controlled by 
Premier Lenine, the congress prob- 
ably will agree to the harsh terms. 


President Wilson in a message to 


the Russian people, to be delivered to 
the congress, assured them of Ameri- 
can sympathy and American support 
in restoring complete 
sovereignty 


and independence to a democratic 
Russia. The President does not at- 
tempt to sway the judgment of the 
congress with regard to peace. Some 
support is given recent rumors that 
many of the Bolsheviki were prepar- 
ed to refuse the German terms by 
the resignations of the Lenine gov- 
ernment of Foreign Minister Trot- 
zky and Ensign Krylenko, the Bols- 
heviki commander-in-chief. 


Today also has been set for the 


convening of the German reichstag 
in Berlin to vote on the ratification 
of the treaty with" Russia. 


Sixty German .airplanes descended 


on Paris Monday night and dropped 
bombs. One of the raiders was 
brought down in names by the de- 
fenders and its crew captured.

eggs, so anchored as to float 


some eight feet below the surface of 
the water, where no lookout could 
ever see them. 
They have small 


cylinders of lead projecting from 
their tops, which are broken on con- 
tact with a vessel. This breaks vials 
that contain chemicals, which unit- 
Ing with other chemicals produce an 
electrical charge, and connect with 
the detonator.

peril were it not for the 'efficient 
work of mine-sweeping done by Brit- 
ish" trawlers. Sweeping these mines 
Is-the most dangerous work in this 
war. The casualties are 60 per cent 
hiteher than in service in the trench- 
es. Two trawlers will drag between 
themselves a wire-cutter supposed to 
sever the wire holding the mines. 
li they have good luck, the torpedo 
rises' to the surface, otherwise the 
trawlers rise in the air. It is her- 
oic work, and is making possible the 
comparatively safe passage of our 
boys to Franc'e. 


Four United States sentries on the 


trench-line are condemned to death 
for sleeping at their posts.

FIRST NEWARK BOY 


TO CROSS OVERSEAS 


AND RETURN HOME 


Clarence Kussmaul, son of Mrs. 


Annie Kussmaul, is spending a fur- 
ough here, having arrived in the city 
Monday noon from New Orleans. He 
s the first Newark boy in the navy 
o make the round trip to France and 
eturn. On April 28, 1917, he enlist- 
ed in the navy at Columbus and re- 


eived his training at Norfolk, Va., 
and was assigned to the Pensacola. 
About November 1 he sailed, without 
convoy, to St. Michael, Aores, off the 
coast of Africa with a cargo consist- 
ing of 18,000 barrels of oil besides 
food stuff and clothes. From there 
they went to Gibraltar and were in 
port for 20 days and here he met 
Raymond Mort and John Lemert, two 
former Newark boys and friends of 
his. The three of them tried to cross 
the border into Spain but as Spain 
is a neutral country no men wearing 
uniforms are permitted to enter the 
country. 


After leaving Gibraltar they sailed 


for Brest, France, where the oil was 
unloaded and the men of the ship 
were given a 72 hours'leave to visit 
Paris. Clarence spent 20 hours in the 
city and visited all the points of in- 
terest, and here stated that all men 
traveling in uniform in France are 
only charged one-half fare. He also 
said that the spirit of the French 
people is one of determination to win 
the war. 


Upon their departure from Brest 


they stopped at Falmouth and Ply- 
mouth, England, and between these 
two cities they were fired upon by 
a German submarine, the 
torpedo 


missing the ship, going 
astern 
of 


them. The U-boat was not sighted. 


One of the interesting experiences 


he tells of is the heroic action of one 
of the sailors of the Elcedo, which 
was torpedoed. 
This boy was from 


New York City and was on a life raft 
after the ship was struck and seeing 
one of the officers, an ensign, of his 
ship in the water, he jumped off of 
the raft and gave his place to the of- 
ficer as there was not roogi for both, 
laser they were both picked up by 
French patrols and taken to France. 
He was sent a written recommenda- 
tion signed by President Wilson and 
Secretary Daniels, in which he was 
offered anything in the navy that 
roiiId be given ham. He chose a sta- 
tion on shore in the United States for 
the balance of his enlistment and a 
15 day furlough with five days allow- 
ed for traveling. He was ret«rned to 
this country on the Pensacola.

Azores 10 New Orleans. The trip from 
France In New Orleans took 44 days, 
a bad storm encountered on the re- 
turn trip made the trip a little longer 
than usual.

This plan, 
of course, is of, use chiefly as an ex- 
ample, and in most cases a different 
arrangement will be necessary

FIRST NEWARK BOY 


TO GROSS OVERSEAS 


AND RETURN HOME 


Clarence Kussmaul, son of Mrs. 


Annie Kussmaul, is spending a fur- 
lough here, having arrived in the city 
Monday noon from New Orleans. He 
is the first Newark boy in the navy 
to make the round trip to France and 
return. On April 28, 1917, he enlist- 
ed in the navy at Columbus and re- 
ceived his training at Norfolk, Va., 
and was assigned to the Pensacola. 
About November 1 he sailed, without 
convoy, to St. Michael, Aores, off the 
coast of Africa with a cargo consist- 
ing of 18,000 barrels of oil besides 
food stuff and clothes. From there 
they went to Gibraltar and were in 
port for 20 days and here he met 
Raymond Mort and John Lemert, two 
former Newark boys and friends of 
his. The three of them tried to cross 
the border into Spain but as Spain 
is a neutral country no men wearing 
uniforms are permitted to enter the 
country. 


After leaving Gibraltar they sailed 


for Brest, France, where the oil was 
unloaded and the men of the ship 
were given a 72 hours'leave to visit 
Paris. Clarence spent 20 hours in the 
city and visited all the points of in- 
terest, and here stated that all men 
traveling in uniform in France are 
only charged one-half fare. He also 
said that the spirit of the French 
people is one of determination to win 
the war. 


Upon their departure from Brest 


they stopped at Falmoulh and Ply- 
mouth, England, and between these 
two cities they were fired upon by 
a German submarine, the 
torpedo 


missing the ship, going astern of 
them. The U-boat was not sighted. 


One of the interesting experiences 


he tells of is the heroic action of one 
of the sailors of the Elcedo, which 
was torpedoed. This boy was from 
Xew York City and was on a life raft 
after the ship was struck and seeing 
one of the officers, an ensign, of his 
ship in the water, he jumped off of 
the raft and gave his place to the of- 
ficer as there was not ropni for both, 
laier they were both picked 1131 by 
Fiench patrols and taken to France. 
He was sent a written recommenda- 
tion signed by President Wilson and 
Secretary Daniels, in which he was 
offered anything in the navy that 
could be given him. He chose a sta- 
tion on shore in the United States for 
the balance of his enlistment and a 
15 day furlough with five days allow- 
ed for traveling. He was returned to 
this country on the Fensacola.

Points to Consider. 


Remember these points in plan- 


ning your garden. 


A gentle slope toward the south 


or southeast is most desirable for 
the production of early crops. It is 
an advantage to have protection on 
the north and northeast by either a 
hill, a group of trees or hedge, 
buildings, a tight board fence or a 
stone wall to break the force of the 
wind. 
The land should have ^sufficient 


drainage' for surplus water to run 
off during heavv rains, but the fall 
should not be so great that the soil 
will be washed 
Fill up holes in 


which water will accumulate. Avoid 
banks of a creek or stream liable to 
overflow. 


A good fence around the garden 


plot is almost indispensable to keep 
out damaging animals. 


The garden should be as near the 


kitchen as possible so that the work 
of caring for the crops may be done 
at odd times and so that the vegeta- 
bles are quickly available to the 
housewife.
